Seven days after he was felled

statesman is in a semicoma, but 
with momentary fleeting signs 
of consciousness. 
Only members of the family 
inside the Churchill home at the 
time of the medical bulletin 
were Lady Churchill, 79, and 
young Winston Churchill, grand­ 
son and namesake of Britain’s 
wartime prime minister. He is 
the son of Randolph Churchill. 
It was the 14th medical bude 
tin since Churchill suffered a 
stroke last Friday. 
A new deterioration in the 90- 
year-old statesman’s circulation 
was reported Wednesday night 
by his physician.

NEW YORK (AP) - A possi­ 
ble early end to the crippling 
Maine-to-Texas dock strike was 
in the hands of striking New 
York longshoremen today, as

Thomas W. Gleason, president 
of the AFL-CIO International 
Longshoremen's

•ays he has received enough 
petitions and telephone calls to 
assure acceptance of the pro­ 
posed contract with the New 
York Shipping Association.

Only a Bugaboo 


The nation's unemployment rate tell 
below 5 per cent during December, for 
the first time since late 1957. For all of 
1964, total employment averaged 70.4 
million — a gain of approximately 1.5 
million over 1963. 
This bright report undoubtedly is a 
result of the tremendous upsurge of the 
U. S. economy during 1964, in fact since 
the last recession of the late 1950s. But 
also behind the report is a set of facts 
that, while not well understood, is worth 
attention. 
For a decade alarm ists have been 
saying that “automation” — that is, 
technical 
change utilizing computer 
techniques in place of human skills — 
was taking scores of thousands of jobs 
every month. It is true that between 
1953 and 1960 the factory job force fell 
from 17.6 million to about 16.1 million, 
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apparently wiping out 1.5 million jobs 
Yet figures for last year show that 
the total factory work force is back up 
to 17.6 million, with 400,000 of that in­ 
crease coming during 1964. What ob­ 
viously is happening is twofold: 
The economy is growing so rapidly 
that jobs are being created just to keep 
up with it. Although automatic proc­ 
esses are eliminating production jobs, 
these are being offset by increases in 
the need for technical, administrative, 
clerical and professional fields. 
This points to two important conclu­ 
sions in reference to this problem which 
seems to concern so many Americans. 
First, that a booming economy will 
keep the problem from getting out of 
hand. Second, that there must be re­ 
training to meet the challenge of new 
skills.

Worst Winters 


This is a fairly rough winter. But 
many an old timer in the plains and 
Rocky Mountain regions can give de­ 
tails of worse winters if given the least 
encouragement. Weather Bureau rec­ 
ords confirm his contention. 
But the month to watch is February. 
That’s when the cold records are made. 
In February, 1899, a howling blizzard 
swept the northern and eastern parts 
of the country. Its thrust reached as 
far south as Florida, where a tem pera­ 
ture of two degrees below zero was re­ 
corded. Southern states registered all- 
time lows that winter. In Louisiana the 
tem perature went to minus 16. 
But it was colder in the central south 
in February, 1905. Tem peratures of 29 
below in Arkansas and of 40 below in 


Missouri and Kansas were recorded. 
Coldest tem peratures ever recorded 
in the United States were in February, 
1933, but the northern Rocky Mountain 
states were the only victims. A ranger 
in Yellowstone Park followed the m er­ 
cury down to 66 below when the instru­ 
ment quit working. He never knew how 
cold it actually got. Colorado then had 
a tem perature of 50 below. 
Lowest tem peratures, of course, are 
registered at high altitudes. But at that 
when the tem perature drops to zero, i 
and a strong wind is blowing, it feels 
as cold as 20 below.

Churchill broke all the rules 
which are supposedly necessary 
to the creation of an effective 
Twentieth Century 
man.

that he e l u d e d the orthodox 
ways of testing latent ability. He 
l e a r n e d to write, as he said, 
by reading Gibbon s “ Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire” 
on his own when he was doing 
his tour of military duty in In­ 
dia, which places him in the 
ranks of the auto-didacts, or the 
self - taught. (Such people, as 
everyone knows today, 
cannot 
hope to get jobs with our many 
institutions which demand not 
(wily an A B. degree but some­ 
thing beyond that). 
In his habits. Churchill was a 
believer in a certain amount of 
self - indulgence. 
He 
smoked 
and his presence on the scene 
up through his ninetieth year is 
just a b o u t the only restig- 
ious thing the tobacco compan­ 
ies now have going for them. He 
l i k e d his brandy. He said 
many momentous t h i n g s to 
keep Britain heartened in those 
dark days of 1940 and 1941, but 
the m e m o r y that pops into 
my mind ahead of all the others 
is one of Churchill lighting a ci­ 
gar and saying to his fellow Bri­ 
tons, “We will forego our ne­ 
cessities. 
but not our plea­ 
sures.” This must have caused 
Hitler more dismay than the

individual one in each case. In

Many people are powerless to 
rid themselves of their deeply 
ingrained fears of cancer. They 
must be persuaded to seek as­ 
surance and guidance f r o m 
qualified counselors, their o w n 
physicians and spiritual advi-1 
sors. 
If the situation possibly does 
arise, the physician, in close 
deliberation with the family, 
can come to a decision about 
telling the patient.

S u c h 
is the frailty of being human j 
But when a decision is made 
with such careful consideration 
— eveL if it is w T ong in retro­ 
spect — there must be no per 
sonal guilt or self-blame. 
You, the enlightened student, 
should return home and discuss 
the problem openly with y o u r 
parents. With your insight, you 
can guide them to seek the help 
that will clear the house of un­ 
necessary, destructive fears and 
convert it into a happy home.

speech about fighting on the 
beaches and on the streets.

He “crossed 
the aisle” in Commons, quitting 
the Tory Party quite early in 
life to become a Liberal. Then

back again. 
The 
T o r i e s were not exactly hap­ 
py to have him, for he broke 
discipline in the T h i r t i e s to 
warn against the pacifism of 
the Baldwin government and 
the appeasement policies of Ne­ 
ville Chamberlain. He was al­ 
ways an anomaly rn politics 
because he didn’t seem to mind 
g o i n g out of o f f i c e if he 
couldn’t do what he wanted 
while holding a position of sup­ 
posed power. 
Along with his willingness to 
go out of power rather than 
tamper with his own opinions 
went an incurable sardonic flip­ 
pancy. He accused N e v i l l e 
Chamberlain of being a turnip 
mesmerized by a rabbit, the 
rabbit being H i t l e r . Clement 
Attlee, his successor as Prime 
Minister, was ‘sheep in sheep’s 
clothing.” Communists, he said, 
had “ green blood,” and should 
be t r e a t e d accordingly, as 
sub-human. In American poli­ 
tics such v e r b a l indiscretions 
would have been fa t a I, as wit­ 
ness what happened to the flip­ 
pant 
Barry 
Coldwater, 
who 
didn’t really mean it when he 
threatened to lob a bomb into 
the men s room at the Kremlin. 
Another Churchill character­ 
istic was being right at what 
his immediate contemporaries 
often regarded as the w r o n g 
time. It was in 1946 at Fulton, 
Missouri, that he put the phrase, 
the “ Iron Curtain’’, into gener­ 
al currency — and it w asn t 
long b e f o r e the world knew 
what he was talking about. But 
be f i r s t used the striking and 
prophetic phrase in a series of 
telegrams he sent to President 
Harry T r u m a n in May and 
June of 1945. This is attested by 
William Franklin, the Director 
of the O f f I c e of History of the 
U. S. State Department. He call­ 
ed attention in 1963 to Church­ 
ill’s early pre - Potsdam warn­ 
ings to Roosevelt’s successor 
that “ an Iron Certain will be 
pulled down” between East and 
West if the peacemakers in 
s l a t e d on creating a Soviet 
buffer zone between West Ger­ 
many and B e r l i n , and be­ 
tween the 
A l l i e d 
(herman 
zones and the Polish and Czech­ 
oslovak frontiers. Neither the 
British post • war Prime Minis­ 


ter Clement Attlee, nor Truman 
was sufficiently impressed it 
Potsdam to do much a b o u t 
Churchills 
warnings. 
T h e y 
lived to regret it. 
If we were to advise a young 
man today to take Churchill as 
his model, we w' o u I d be coun­ 
seling him not to w o r r y about 
university degrees, or keeping 
a c l o s e rein on his tongue 
when he felt i m p e l l e d to 
make a witty remark about 
a public personage, or speaking 
out with the truth at impolitic 
moments, or remaining c o n ­ 
stant to party or leader, or re­ 
fraining 
from 
cigarettes 
or 
brandy. But m a y b e it Is the 
mark of a y o u n g Churchill 
that he will do what he thinks 
best anyway, no matter what 
his surrounding culture - creat­ 
ors tell him he should or should 
not do.

The country, just a few years 
old, was split by intensely bitter 
factionalism. Jefferson, trying 
to heal the wounds, said “we 
are all Republicans, we are all 
Federalists.” He talked of unity, 
justice, freedom. 
And, dwelling on the immense 
possibilities in American life, he 
said there was enough room 
here “ for our descendants to the 
thousandth and thousandth gen­ 
eration.” 
By the time Monroe won the 
presidency in 1816 — against the 
Federalists — the party was 
disintegrating 
so 
badly 
that 
when he got his second term in 
1820 he had all the electoral 
votes except one. 
Monroe, taking advantage of 
the growing political vacuum, 
said he wanted to be President 
of all the people and he succeed­ 
ed so well that his time in the 
White House was known as the 
“era of good feeling.” 
Johnson last fall fought one of 
the bitterest presidential cam ­ 
paigns in history to beat Sen. 
Barry Goldwater and the con­ 
servatives he represented.

That is a mighty impressive 
bundle of money, any way you 
stare at it. 
As $20 bills, laid end-to-end, 
it would 
stretch across Ohio 
from Indiana to Pennsylvania 
and from Lake Erie to the Ohio 
River. 
As a new six . year "m aster 
plan” being studied by the Ohio 
Departm ent 
of 
Natural 
Re 
sources, it would provide bor- 
der-to-border 
development 
of 
recreational facilities and con­ 
servation 
projects. 
This 
pro­ 
gram would affect alm ost every 
Ohio citizen. 
According to Resourses Di­ 
rector Fred E. Morr, the six- 
year plan has been in the works 
for several years, with a crash 
effort the past six months. 
Morr explains its development 
this way: "Upon self-examina­ 
tion, it was found that our facil­ 
ities included a ’hodgepodge’ of 
single interest projects which 
failed to serve today’* needs in 
outdoor recreation. 
This program involves oppor­ 
tunity for all Ohioans to share 
in the rem aining natural atm os­ 
phere while enjoying boating, 
fishing, hunting, camping and 
other out-of-door pursuits.” 
Some prominent features of 
the comprehensive plan include: 
Acquiring a l m o s t 300,000 
acres of land at costs af $12.8 
million 
(this 
will double 
the 
amount now owned). 
Building six m ajor lakes, with 
dam construction totaling at al­ 
most $6 million dollars. 
Building 114 boat launching 
ramps, plus docks to handle 4,-

with a price tag of almost $9 mil 
lion dollars. 
Other important aspects of the 
plan include building over 300 
miles of park roads, parking
